The following isa brief summary of
South Caroliua crop report for the weex
endinz August 17th. by Section
Di: e tor Bauer:

There is a great diversity in the tone
of the reports for the week, the cor-
respondents being abount equally di-

. vided in calling the week a favorable

‘one. Asa genersal rule the best reports
come from the western portions of the

: magnificent,” Worms have appeared
.in many of the eastern couniics in
i large numbers, and from meagre dis-
criptions furnished, it is supposed to
'be the Army worm. They have de-
! stroyed much grass, for hay in Wil-
‘liamsburg, Kershaw, Berkeley, Colle-
ton and Beaufort countiesand in places
have attacted, corn, rice and coiton.
Their increase in numbers during the
week was alarmingly rapid. They have
also made their appearance ina number
of other counties but as yetno threaten-
ing force.

Corn varies in condition with loeal-
ity and soil and the culture it re-
ceived, but that portion of tha crop al-
ready made is very nearly if notquite
up to an averaze. Late corn is still
very promising and will be greatly im-
proved, by the recent rains. Fodder
puliing is making rapid progress over
the eastern counties where it is nearing
completion. and extending gradually
westward where the crop is much later
$his year than usual.

Chinch bugs continue todamage corn
in Chester. Fodder was saved in good
condition.

Cotton was not uniformly affected by
last week’s weather; many reports indi-
cate s seasonable improvewent, and
fully as many note deterioration, due
chiefly to excessive shedding of squares
and some bolls, some rotting of bolls,
while on sandy lands the plant is rap-
idly dying and consequently has quit
vutting on fruit. Rust also has devel-
oped over large areas with greatest in-
jury noted in Sumter, Williamsburg,
Clarendon and Chester, although not
confined to those counties, The crop
1s beet in the western counties and Marl-
beto, Marion, and the northeastern
counties generally.

Too much “‘weed” witk toolittlé fruit
is a common complaint, but cotton gen-
| erally is heavily fruited.

Picking is as yet confined to the more
easterly counties, although the early
| varieties are opening in the central and
western counties. Picking will not be
general for some time to come. An in-
! erease in size of bolls noted since rains
| of previous week. An insectis punc-
‘turing the bolls and ruining them in
| Edgefield. More or less shcddingis
''reported from a majority of the coun-
ties.

Angiolillo, Premier Canovas's Murder- |
er, Awarded a Death Sentence.

EXECUTION BY THE GARROTE.

The Trial Was Summary=Government
Ordered It Hastened—The Assassin
Speaks In His Own Defense—Passion
For Vengeance Led Him to Commit
the'Crime—MHorrifled by the Scaffold.

Maprip, Spain (By Cable).—Michele
Anglolillo, the Anarchist assassin of
Premier Canovas del Castillo, who was
tried by court martial at Vergars, was
found gullty and was sentenced to death.
Anglolillo will be garroted within the

prison.

About 200 persons were present at the
trial. The vicinity of the prison was almost
deserted, the publie belng apparently in-
different, in view of the certainty that the
death penalty would follow the court mar-
tial.

Angiolillo, heavily manacled sat between
two gendarmes and immediately in front
of his Judges. On a table near by lay his
revolver and other material evidence of the
erime.

The President of tha court read the
declarations of eye-witnesses, after which
the written statement of the prisoner was
read by the clerk of the oourt. Anglollllo,
in the course of the statement, said taat he
left Foggia in Oectober, 1585, and went to
Marseilles and Barcelons, whera he took
tho name of Jose Santos. At first he had
no thought of becoming an Anarchist, but
while at Coromina he beganto be interested
in Anarchist doctrines.

When the execution took place at Barce-
lona, on May 4, of flve of the Anarchists
convicted of participation in the bomb out-
rago at the feast of Corpus Christi, ha con-
ceived the fdea of assassinating Canovas.
Withoutseeking an accomplics he carrled
out the resolution.

Angiolillo went on to say that the passion
for vengeance led him to commit the erime,
As he wasunaequainted with the manufao-
ture of explosives, he used tue revolver.

The Public Prosecutor deserihed the crime
as “premeditated murder,” ana asked the
court to impose the death penalty.

Lieutenant Gorria, whom the court had
assigned as counsel for Angloliilo, urged
that the prisoner was demented at thetime
of the shooting, and made a strong appeal
to the benevolence of the judges, While
his counsel was presenting tals plea, An-
glolllo listened in silence. Then he asked
permission to speak for himself, which was
crantad, e thanked Lieutenant Gorria
for his efforts and denied that he had any
accomplices or that he was ap accomplice
of those who committed the bomh-throw-
inz outrage at Bareelona, or that he had
partisipated in secret gatherings of Anar-
chists.

Angiolillo peraisted in speaking of poll-
tles and of the wars in Cuba and the
Phillppines, The President said: “All that
has nothing to do with your erime.” An-
giolillo replied: I must justify myself.”
The President retorted: “That isno justifl-
cation. Moreover, you can convinee no-
body in that way.”

Angiolillo began again, but the President
declared thetrial ended, and ordered the
court room cleared.

The judges deliberated for an hour and
¢hen announced the sentence of the court.
On hearing this the prisoner, who expected
to be ghot like other Anarchists, looked
startled and horrifled. His flashing eyes
and excited countenance gave a strange
aspeet to his haggard features, uncombed
beard and slight figure as the guards led
him away to solitary conflnement, from
which he will {ssue only to be led to death
behind the walls of Nergara Prison. An-
giolillo will hear nothing of the outer world
or $as anybody but the priests,

Jelly Omelet for Breakfnst,

This is a delicious breakfast relish,
much appreciated by those who have
eaten it. Break into a bowl four eggs,
and beat for a few seconds. Do not
beat back and forth, but in stealy,
even strokes from left to right. Pt
a tablespoonful of butter in your fry-
ing pan and place over the tire. Do
not allow the butter toscorch or hurn.
Put in the beaten eggs and shake
over the fire until it begins to set.
The fire should be quick. When the
signs of setting appear pour on a half-
tumbler of slightly warmed jelly; roll
the omelet uickly, and serve on a aot
platter,

Tomnto Gravy.

Much is said, and none too much,
of the domestic virtues of the apple.
Next to it, perhaps, we may rate the
tomato. It has one virtue that we
have never seen mentioned: the prop-
erty of emulsifving fats, To this may
bhe added a singular faenlty of as-
stmulating itself to the flavor of ment
gravy with which its juice may be
cooked. Our honsekeeping friends
may try a fried steak, for once, by
cooking a little tomato junice in the
sizzling pan just after removing the
meat. Any melted fat, or baked
shreds and jnice adhering to the iron,
or butter applied to the meat, entirely
disappear in an emnlsion making a
rich, copions, reddish brown gravy,
with the trne meat flavor searcely
modified by a slight piquant acidity
from the frnit.  If the steak has been
left in a vessel to save its drainings
since it was cut, and this juice be put
in with that of the tomato, the gravy
will be by so much enriched and en-
larged, as well as thickened by the
coagnlation of the additional albumen.
Colandered tomato pulp with this meat
juice makes a thick sance of like rich
flavor, for roast or stew, —The Sani-
tary Era.

Gooseberry Fool,

Gooseberry fool is a celebrated
English dessert. Ripe gooseberries
are sometimes nsed for this purpose,
but the best gooseberry fool is made
of frnit which is still tart and not dead
ripe. ““Top and tail” enough fine,
large berries to make a pint of pulp
when strained. It will take nearly a
quart. Sweeten the pulp a little and
sef it when col " in the refrigerator to
become chilled.  Whip a pint of rich
cream to-a stifl froth, Measure ont a
quart of the frnit. Mix with it—using
a whip to do so—two tablespoonfuls
of gelatine which have been cooked
for two hours in two tablespoonfals of
cold water. Then dissolve it in about
two tablesy oonfuls of boiling water.
Straiu the dissolved gelatine into the
whipped eream, mix and add the pint
of gooseberry pulp, which must have
heen stewed to a thick preserve. Set
the dish containing the cream and
other ingrelients into a pan of fine
ice and whip it with a wire whip until
the whole is ice cold and the gelatine
has set.  Pile the frothy mass into
little crystal glasses, If itis not an
appetiziug color thin it with a little
spinach green; it should be a pale,
faint lettuce color. Heap each g'ass
if you wish with a little snowy cream
to contrest with the color of the goose-
berry fool.

Houschold Hints,
A cake made with baking powder
requires a moderately thin batter.

The fanlts of servants and the mis-
